Make Trip ,to=St. Henri 

OFFICE DISPLAY 

Members Made Collection of 
Bolts, Npils, and 
Tacks 

.\bout 43 tnadc tho Mechdnica'. 
Club's fjrst trip this year to tlie plant 
of the Steel Company ot Canada in St. 
Henri ycjterday afternoon. The group 
consisting largely pf f rst and second 
year men In ijclenoe, was escorted 
through the factory by K. C. Klrlc- 
patrlck, a Company official. 

This factory turns out a large and 
varied assortment of steel* articles. A 
display of tho Company^s products In 
t^B off foe includes wire ot nil kinds, 
bars ..for ro-cnforf '.ns concrete, . nails, 
bo(ts, nuts; tacks piping, tlc-platos, 
and horseshoes. 

■ Steel Is brought to the plant in the 
form of billcLs about throo feet long 
and of four inch snuavo crosn- 
sectlon. TlioEa billets aro heated to 
rodnesN In furnaces and are then rol- 
l«d down to Iho proper .size and ulmpe 
111 rolling nilllH. There aro two of 
tlieôo .-mills, the lii-inch mill and the 
nine-Inch mill. Tho rod-hot stoePIs 
paKsed through a serins of rolls which 
gradually dinilnlsli ils size and aller 
il.-i .shape. The finl.shcd pioducl l.s 
carcfrily rnolod, niul distributed to 
other dop»rlmeu:.f of Iho plant which 
nut and fihapo It Into various articles, 
Horsealioes Mad*

Oji the same principle of relation location, it is likely that 
the present Canadian West will ultimately be called the "Can- 
adian South-West". But until recently the settled portion had so 
little depth that to disllnguis]) the north and the .south was not 
necessary. In the meantime "North-West" is most approjjriate , 
to the section in which the newer developments are taking 
place, although even that country is far south of the half-waj 



line between the northern and southern boundai-ies of territorial 
Canada. 



LAND VALUES 

.*T*HE VALUE of the ground aroiind the University Jias in- 
creased considerably .since the proving 'of the will of 
James McGill over a hundi-ed years ago. An intere-sting article 
has been submitted -and printed in this issue i-elating to the 
;increment in value of oi-iginal McGill Estate. 

Of late years the office section of Montreal has come more 
and more up the side of Mount Koyal until the skyline of St. 
Catherine Street has taken upon itself an aspect which would 
.> !be strange even to grad of five years ago. Witli the building of 
^^hese large offices and stores in this district the land surround- 
ing the Uni\erHiiy lias become more and more valuable. Where- 
as the original MeOil! Estate of forty six acres wa.s valued at 
ten thousand dolUi-s now the land on Bui'uside Place and M.c- 
(Gill fCqllege has reached the enoi-mous value of one liundi-ed 
dollars per square foot. 

This must iiave a direct influence upon tlic University and 
more and more the hub of the Univer.si(y i,s being pu.slied loj-- 
thcr and farther up the mountain. The Union and Slj-atiicona 
.Hall are the only buildings that are on the lowei- side of -Sher- 
brooke Street and tije time may not be long before even these 
are sold or bartered and transferred to Jiigher places. 

Wlieii tlie new gymnasium does come it will not be below 
Sherbrooke Street and in al! ui'obability far j-enioved from it. 
The Union v.-iil no doubt be incoi-porated in it and there may be 
facility for the present offices for the folk in Sti-athcona Hall, 
The old Older cliaiiges giving place to the new and tlie univer- 
.sity to recede as business approaches.

Along with tho land he bequeathed 
a .sum of ?10,00i) lo finance the be- 
ginning of the University. Tlio people 
of Montreal had come tof understand, 
from certain indications given by the 
British Oovernmcnt, that- the lume 
authorities Intended, not to build the 
whole establishment, but to furnish 
Ihn necessary grounds and lo ci-eot 
one ot tho first college bulldinss.

lugn ".MctJIU". McCUU (.'ollego got Us 
charter In J8?l but It dld.\i,ot get tho 
estate iinUl ISI'II. 

All ot this llttgalion and call of tho 
aubaeqiiciil atnifisles to yet tlm I'ul- 
veralty t^oUeso on Us feet, wall- 
ing lor a g.n-crnment university 
wliicli never came, und doing ut the 
expense of its own property tho ex- 
lenllon wot-k which It had been ex- 
pected Ihe government would do, 
meaiil lie.ivy expense, and t'.icrù 
wna only ono soui-ca from wliloh 
they could got money, namely,

Xuts of all siies are turned 
out very rapidly by macliincs alone. 
The machines which made the bolts 
arc even more ingenious. P.ound wire 
is fed into tho machine from a spool. 
In a singte stroke -the wire is cut to 
the required length and a round, 
.square, or pan head put on. The bot- 
tom end of the bolt is then smoothly 
turned "to standard size by another 
machine. Tiiis is to ensure that tlic 
threads will bo of an accurate diam- 
eter when they aie cut on the bolt. 
Threading Bolts 
In another department eteol rods are 
heated to redness in small furnaces 
and square bolt heads are forged on 
to end of thcni. The bolls thus made 
OJ'e of larçer Kize llian the ordinary. 
In this department large nuts arc 
also stamped from heated stock. 

Threads arxs then cut on tho bolts 
and nuts. During this opera'lon the 
nuts are smoothed off as well. Tiiese. 
threading operations are carried on 
in a stream of white liquid used to 
keep tho metal cool. A. clieaper 
taothod of threading bolts îs lo roll 
the threads in. Machines for the pur- 
po.se 'an do this operation very rap- 
idly Ijut the result is not as. satisfac- 
tory afi when the threadi! arc cut.
